I. — PUBLIC WORKS LOANS. 

In the year ended 31st March, 1890, we have, with the approval of the Lords 
Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, made 1,065 loans, amounting to £424,800, 
as compared with 1,153 loans for £564,850 in the year to 31st March, 1889, showing a 
decrease of 88 loans, and £140,050, in money which is attributable to diminished 
applications for advances under the Public Health and Labourers’ Acts. 

We have, with your Lordships’ approval, in the present Report divided the various 
loan services into the following four classes, as will be more particularly seen in the 
General Abstract at pp. 6—9-, viz. : — 

I. Loans secured on undertakings. 

II. Loans secured on rates. 

III. Loans secured on lands. 

IY. Miscellaneous Loans.

During the past year special advances on the security of the undertakings have been 
made on a very limited scale. They include a sum of £3,500 to the Lagan Navigation 
Company to enable them, in pursuance of the Act of 1883, with the sum of £7,000 
contributed from other sources to restore the works of the Ulster Canal, to effect certain 
Printed image digitised by the University of Southampton Library Digitisation Unit 
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repairs and improvements, and to give it a depth of five feet from end to end, a length ol 
forty-eight miles. The completion of this important work will greatly improve an 
uninterrupted water communication between Belfast and Lough Erne. 

The three loans for Harbour Works comprise one of £18,000 to the Waterford 
Harbour Commissioners, to be repaid in twenty-five years, with 4 per cent, interest, for 
the erection of deep water stagemg to enable vessels of larger draft of water to dis- 
charge at the quays;* a sum of £852 to complete the works at Kinsale Harbour; 
and £ 1,000 to the Earl of Courtown to repair the Pier at Courtown — this latter loan 
being collaterally secured on his Lordship’s estate. 

Under the Labourers’ Dwellings in Towns Act of 1866, the powers of which were 
subsequently enlarged by the Housing of the Working Classes Act, 1885 for a period 
ol three years, which latter Act has been extended for a further period of three years 
terminating on the 31st December, 1891, we have made in the year 16 loans for a 
total of £46,319, a3 against 26 loans for £53,753 in 1888-89. Since the year 1866 a 
sum of £189,862 has been advanced on the conditions of the original Act, almost 
entirely at 4 per cent interest, and a sum of £181,843 on the reduced rates of interest 
authorized by the Act of 1885, varying from 3& to 3^ per cent, per annum, making a 
gross total ol £371,705, of which the sum of £54,224 was issued in the year. 

The loans made in the year secured on Rates number 287. This number includes 6 
advances to Counties for Road works ; 1 Industrial School ; 48 for Sanitary purposes ; 
3 for repairing Fishery Piers; 12 for increasing and improving the accommodation of 
County Lunatic Asylums ; 205 under the Labourers’ Acts of 1883 and 1885, and 11 
for building Dispensary Houses. The 48 loans under the Public Health Act for Sani- 
tary purposes absorbed a total of £57,300, as compared with 46 loans for £150,384 for 
1888-89.

The amounts sanctioned in the year under the Labourers’ Acts of 1883 and 1885, 
namely, £89,682 to 205 Electoral Divisions, fall very far short of those authorized in 
the two previous years, when they amounted to £463,261 and £188,742, respectively. 
The total sum now allocated to this purpose amounts to £1,099,422, which has been 
taken up by Unions as follows : —

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The actual advances under said Acts to the 31st March, 1890, amount to £798,890, 
of which £139,450 was issued during the year. 

The third class of Loans — those secured on lands — embraces advances made to 
District Boards, pursuant to Act 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 88, for the purpose of Arterial 
Drainage Works, and under the Act 29 and 30 Vic., c. 49, for their repair ; or to indi- 
vidual owners and occupiers of land for the various improvements to which such Loans 
may be applied in pursuance of the Act 10 Vic., cap. 32, and Acts amending same. 

As observed in previous reports on the subject of Arterial Drainage Works, the 
interest of owners who are not occupiers in making these improvements has almost 
vanished, so that until some fresh powers are obtained to enable occupiers who now 
are chiefly, if not solely interested in such undertakings, to take on themselves the 
charges, no arterial drainage works of importance are likely to be undertaken. The 
applications of the past year for advances, throe in number, included one loan of £2,000 
for the new drainage district of Tramore, in the county Cork, the remaining two 
being supplemental advances for works begun in previous years. The issues in the 
year were £15,470, making a total of £800,672 advanced to Drainage Boards under the 
Act of 1863, in addition to £2,082,052, for the same purpose, under the Act 5 and 6 
Vic., cap. 89, by Public loans, and £308,560 from grants and other sources. 

For the improvement of lands by . Thorough Drainage, Works for farm buildings, 
roads, &c., by owners, pursuant to 10 Vic., cap. 32, 136 loans have been sanctioned for. 
£31,530, as against 105 loans for £30,125 in 1888-89. We are unable to say whether 
this slight increase is accidental, or whether it may be due to the increasing number of 
purchasers under the Ashbourne Act. Compared with the amount of the operations 
prior to the year 1882, viz. : — upwards of £120,000 per annum, the present rate of 
outlay is very small. The total amount advanced under this Act to 31st March, 1890, 
including the special advances under the Relief of Distress Act, 1880, out of Church 
Funds is £4,901,025. 

Coming to the proceedings under the 31st section of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 
1881, by which we can make advances to tenants for similar improvements on the 
security of the occupier’s interest in the several holdings, we have to report that 490 
such loans have been matured during the year, amounting to £50,605. 

These figures show a somewhat sensible advance on the operations of 1888-89, in 
which year only 394 loans, amounting to £37,080 were made, and though from this it 
might be hoped that the lowest limit may have been reached in that year, it would 
certainly be premature to assume that the recover}' now shown will be continuous. 
We again append the table showing the progress of these transactions since 1882.

Of the £824,637 above, we had issued to 3lst March, 1890, £685,084, including 
£38,428 advanced during the past year. 

Under the remaining Class — “ Miscellaneous ” — 123 loans have been sanctioned ip- the- 
year, viz. 43 for the construction for Glebe Houses for all denominations ; 70 for 
National School Teachers’ Residences ; and 10 for National Schools and Training Colleges. 

The Glebe Loans Act, originally passed in 1870 for a period of five years, has now 
been in operation for nearly 20 years. It has undergone renewals from time to time by 
special Acts, latterly by the Expiring Laws Continuance Act. Forty-three loans were 
made in the year for £18,282, making a total of £471,074 sanctioned, in respect of 
£444*235 of which advances to the extent of £437,597 have been made to 1,044 bor- 
rowers since the commencement of the Act. These advances are repayable in 35 years 
by an annuity of £5 per cent., and are among the best paid in the entire Loan 
Service. 
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The progress of supplying National School teachers with residences shows a continuous 
increase. Out of the total of upwards of 500 loans authorized for this purpose since 
the passing of the Act in 1875, 70 were sanctioned in this year for a sum of £15,430. 
The advances for this purpose to 31st March, 1890, amounted to £100,566 for the 
erection of 464 houses. These loans are also repaid by an annuity of £5 per cent, for 
35 years, one-half of which is contributed out of the Education Vote so soon as the 
other moiety has been paid by the borrower, provided the house continues to be used 
as a school teacher’s residence. 

1 he Act 47 & 48 Vic., cap. 22, enables us to make loans for building and improving 
Non-vested Schools and Training Colleges. During the six years this Act has been 
in operation we have advanced for 44 schools the total sum of £24,454, ten loans for 
£1,981 having been sanctioned in the year. 

Our Loan Service was not affected by any special- Acts passed in the Session of 1889. 
But certain provisions made in the Public Works Loans Act, 1889, appear to require 
some notice. The .first section of that Act granted a sum of £1,000,000 for the several 
purposes to which our Loan Fund maybe applied during the year 1889-90. The second 
section writes off from the assets of the Local Loans Fund certain debts due under the 
Land Improvement and Land Law Acts, amounting to £1,853 12s. 6d., which had become 
irrecoverable in consequence of the borrowers having been evicted from their farms for 
non-pajnnent of rent. The third section of the Act takes into consideration the cases 
of borrowers under the Land Improvement and Arterial Drainage Services, who, having 
generally entered into engagements for loans to improve the holdings of their tenants 
prior to the passing of the Land Law Act of 1881, found themselves, by the general 
reduction of rents which has followed, in a worse position for meeting the instalments 
in repayment than when the .loans were made. The section of the Act referred to 
reduces the rate of interest from 3^ to 3 J per cent, and enlarges the term for repay- 
ment. Thus, the annual rentcharges of £6 10s. and £5, payable for 22 years and 35 
years, have been reduced to £5 and £4 per cent, respectively on the amount of the loan, 
involving such addition to the term of years as will enable these latter rates to pay off 
the balances outstanding with interest at the reduced rate. 

Church Fund Loans. 

The advances out of the £1,500,000 authorized to be made by the Relief of Distress 
Acts of 1880, out of the Irish Church Funds, amount to £1,269,933. The principal 
repayments in the year amounted to £47,381, and the interest payments to £10,366. 
The total payments to 31st March, 1890, amount to £307,047 principal, and £74,552 
in respect of interest. 

The principal cancelled by redemptions by allowing borrowers 3 per cent on moneys 
paid in anticipation, now amounts to £3,388, including £826 in the present year. 

Advances and Repayments. 

The advances to Borrowers in the year out of moneys issued by the National Debt 
Commissioners were £477,406, as compared with £557,022 in 1888-89. 

The total of all loan advances since the year 1817, to 31st March, 1890, amounts to. 
£37,921,521. 

The classified abstract at pages 6-9, shows how this large amount has been dis- 
posed of by repayments, remissions, and balances outstanding, viz. : —

This outstanding balance is represented, in the books of the office, by 22,043 open 
accounts, which ate generally in course of repayment by half-yearly instalments. 

The amounts received in the year were £476,119 in repayment of principal, and 
£266,843 in respect of interest, making together £742,962. Of this latter amount 
£685,214 was paid to the National Debt Commissioners, and £57,748 to the Irish Land 
Commission. 

The payments in the year, namely, £742,962, are slightly under those ot the year 
preceding, when they amounted to £769,549. 

The arrears of principal and interest (due and not paid) which, on the 31st March, 
1888, were £426,017, and in March,' 1889, £435,336, now amouht'to £465,220. ‘

The increase of arrears at the close of the year over the corresponding period of 
1888-89 amounts to £29,880. This is entirely due to the continuous growth in the 
arrears on advances to railways, which are £39,571 more than on the previous 31st 
March, which more than accounts for the increase. As we have previously stated, it is 
obvious that where the earnings of Railway Companies are insufficient to pay the interest, 
it is quite out of their power to raise a debenture capital to discharge the arrears of 
principal. At the close of the year the sum of £123,309 was due under this head for 
interest, and £186,180 in respect of principal instalments, making together £309,489 
in arrear by nineteen Railway Companies, forming a very considerable part of the 
entire arrears, amounting to £465,220. 

The increase of arrears in the Clare Slob is accounted for by the addition of one 
year’s interest The Public- Health, Land Charges payable by owners, and Seed Supply 
Loans show in each case a reduced amount in arrear. On the other hand, the Public- 
Works and Miscellaneous Loans, and Land Charges payable by occupiers, have under- 
gone a slight increase since our last report. 

The Land arrears payable by owners, which, on 31st March, 1888, amounted to £91,672, 
were reduced to £85,658 in March, 1389, and to £77,179 at the close of the present financial 
year. This reduction of £14,493 in two years, although not so much as might possibly 
have been expected from the constant supervision which has been exercised, has been 
effected, notwithstanding adverse circumstances needless to allude to. Large prior claims 
for Head Rents and Tithe-rentcharges on several estates, the rents of which are now 
being collected by Receivers appointed by the Court on the application of this Depart- 
ment, have likewise had their share in placing difficulties in the way of recoveries.

Labouring Classes’ Lodgings and Dwellings Acts 
29 & 30 Vic., c. 44, 1866 ; and the Housing of the Working Classes Act, 1885, 

43 & 49 Vic., c. 72. 

Since the passing of the first Act above referred to, in 1866, to the close of the year 
1884-85, a period of nineteen years, loans have been sanctioned under the provisions 
of that and the amending Acts, amounting to £281,334 for the erection of dwellings 
for 3,416 families, the rate of interest charged being 4 per cent. 

The more favourable terms granted by your Lordships’ minute of 23rd January, 1886, 
as to the rate of interest on such Loans, has had the effect of stimulating in some degree 
those desirous of providing improved dwellings for the labouring classes, and it will be 
observed that during the year 1888-89 twenty-six. Loans were made to the amount of 
£53,753 for building 575 dwellings, while during the past year applications have 
been received for Loans amounting to £65,292, of which sixteen, to the amount of 
£46,319, have been sanctioned for 603 dwellings.

To secure that the loans sanctioned shall be applied to the erection of such dwellings 
as come fairly 1 within the scope of the Acts, ana are in every respect suitable to the 
means and requirements of the labouring classes, it is made a condition with the 
borrower that the rents to be charged are not to exceed certain specified sums, such 
rents being fixed on consideration of the locality and the class of labourers for whom 
accommodation is required. This arrangement has had the efiect of limiting the cost 
of the erection of dwellings built under the loans referred to, and thus securing, 
as far as practicable, their being permanently available for occupation by the 
labouring classes. 

Industrial Schools (Ireland) Act, 1885. (48 Vic., c. 19.) 

An application has been received from the Co. Armagh Grand Jury for an advance of 
£3,000 under this Act, to erect an Industrial School at Lurgan, Co. Armagh. 

Reformatory Institutions (Ireland) Act, 1881. 

No application has been received for an advance under this Act. 

Dispensary Houses (Ireland) Act. 

42 & 43 Vic., c. 25. 

The applications under this Act have been 117, amounting to £77,411. 

Of these sixteen were received during the year ending 31st March, 1890, for £9,760. 
The total amount issued has been £61,903, of which £4,952 was paid out during the 
present year. 

Loans for Schools and Training Colleges (Ireland) Act, 1884. 

47 & 48 Vic., cap. 22. 

Under the provisions of the above Act, which was passed in 1884, the Commissioners 
of Public Works may, on the recommendation of the Commissioners of National 
Education, and with the approval of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury, on being satisfied as to the sufficiency of the security, make loans for the 
purpose of assisting any person in the erection, enlargement, structural improvement, 
or purchase of a house to be used as a non-vested National school or training college, 
or in the improvement of any existing non-vested National school or training college, 
or in the acquisition or improvement of a farm not exceeding twenty-five acres in 
extent connected with a non-vested National school or training college, to be used for 
the purpose of agricultural instruction, or for the purpose of discharging any debt due 
and incurred before the 19th day of May, 1884, in the erection, enlargement, structural 
improvement, or purchase of a house to be used as a training college, and loans made 
for any ot me foregoing purposes are repayable by an annual rentcharge of five per 
cent, in thirty-five years. The provisions of the Act have not been availed of to the 
extent anticipated, only ten applications having been received during the past year 
for loans amounting to £2,151.

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Main and Thorough Drainage. 

The number of loans sanctioned for works, of which thorough drainage forms the 
principal part, since the commencement in 1847 to the 31st March in this year, is 
8,099, for £3,686,897, and of this number 34 loans for £8,300 were approved during 
the year ending 31st March, 1890. 

Planting for Shelter. 

Since the passing of the Act 29 and 30 Tic., c. 40, 108 loans for £24,470 have been 
made, and oi that number, 5, for £2,050, were sanctioned during the year now reported 
on. 


Farm Buildings. 

For this class of work 2,506 loans have been sanctioned since the passing of the Act 
13 & 14 Vie., c. 19, the amount being £1,081,700. This includes S6 loans, for 
£18,110, approved during the past financial year. 

Dwellings for Agricultural Labourers. 

The number of loans granted for this class of work since the passing of the Act 23 
Vic., c. 19, is 675, for £328,665 ; of this number 11, for £3,005, were approved since 
our last Report. 


Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881. — Loans to Tenants. 

Sections 19 and 31. 

Under section 19 of the above quoted Act we have power to make advances to tenant 
farmers, who, pursuant to the injunctions of the Irish Land Commission, and as a 
condition attached to the fixing of a “fair rent,” proceed to erect labourers’ dwellings 
on their hoidings. Only one loan (£60) was sanctioned under this section within the 
year ending 31st March, 1890, but the amount issued was £284. Under this provision 
of the Act 249 loans have been sanctioned since the commencement, amounting to 
£14,411, the instalments issued amounting to £13,125. 

Under section 31 of the same Act, which provides for loans to occupying tenants for 
improvements proposed by themselves, the number of loans sanctioned since our last 
report was 490, amounting to £50,605, the sum issued being £38,428. This gives 
the total of loans sanctioned under section 31 since the commencement to 31st March, 
1890, as 9,675 — amount £825,372, the instalments issued amounting to £685,084. 

The number of applications for loans lodged during the year 1889-90 was 850, 
which shows an increase of 237 over those of the previous year.

Showing the total charge against the Consolidated Fund for the year to be £260,957, 
But as. from these services we have derived rents, tolls, fees, <fcc., amounting to £9,896, 
of which the sum of £9,74S has been paid or will be paid over to Her Majesty’s 
Exchequer in aid of Revenue — the net charge amounts to £251,209. 

Public Buildings. 

General Observations. 

The repair and maintenance of the several buildings in the Board’s charge have been 
carefully attended to, and the execution of such minor alterations and improvements- 
as the services required have been carried out. The necessary supplies of furniture, 
fittings, fuel, and light, and articles required for cleaning, have been duly provided. 

The Board have to report that the following new works and important alterations 
have been carried out during the year : — 

Coast Guard Stations. — The new station at Mulroy has been completed, and contracts 
have been made for new buildings at Fenit and Dingle. 

Royal Naval Reserve. — The new battery and drill shed at Upper Cove, Kinsale, has 
been completed and occupied. The work at Belfast has been suspended pending a pro- 
posal for changing the site. 

Ordnance Survey Office.— The quarters for unmarried soldiers have been finished, and 
are now occupied. These quarters, together with those built for the married 
soldiers, complete the additions to the Mountjoy Barrack. The work has been neces- 
sarily spread over a few years, as the old buildings could only be given up in sections, as 
new accommodation became available. The only new work has been the erection of a 
recreation shed, which is completed. 

Court of Bankruptcy and Taxing Masters Office. — Considerable progress has been 
made in carrying out the changes necessary for providing offices for the Official 
Assignees in Bankruptcy, and improving the office of the Taxing Master, which will 
soon be finished. 

Dublin Metropolitan Police.— Kingstown New Court and Offices.— Tliis building is 
nearly completed, and will be ready for occupation early this summer. 

R. I. Constabulary Braidings.— The new barrack at Boherbuoy (Collooney-street), 
Limerick, and the District Barrack at Mount Pottinger, Belfast, have been completea, 
as have alsothe works of adaptation and improvement of the barracks at Great Victoria- 
street and Hemy-street, Belfast. Contracts have been entered into for new District 
Barracks at Mount Brown and Cullingtree-road, Belfast, and for barrack at Derrypark, 
Co. Galway, and at Mullingar. 

The project of adapting the Bridewell at Dunmanway has been abandoned, and the 
work of converting the dwellinghouse at Bansha, Co. Tipperary, into a barracks, has 
been delayed m consequence of the difficulty of getting a contractor to undertake it in 
the present unsettled state of that district. 
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Science and Art Buildings. — Botanic Gardens. — The Building for new Library, and 
Offices in connection with it, are nearly complete. 

National Education Buildings. — Grants towards the erection of new schools, and 
improvements of existing schools, to the amount of £31,189 7s. 3d., have been paid, as 
against £41,495 2s. 8 d. in 1888-9. 

Only three grants have been made for teachers’ residences, as more favourable condi- 
tions are offered, by way of loans, for the provision of such buildings. 

Postal and Telegraph Offices. — The new District Offices at Fairview and Ball’s-bridge, 
and the works necessary for the conversion of the existing building at Carlow into a 
Post Office, have been completed. The works at College-green, Dublin, have been sus- 
pended during negotiations connected with the site. 

Depositories for Parochial Records. 

Act 39 & 40 Vic., c. 58. 

Under the provisions of this Act, inspections of proposed Depositories have been 
made in 15 cases, and reports thereon forwarded to the Deputy Keeper of the Records. 

Parks and Gardens. 

The Phoenix Park. — The additions to the Bailiff’s House have been completed. The 
several buildings, roads, plantations, &c., have been properly maintained, and the 
People’s Garden continues to be highly appreciated by the public as a place of recreation. 

St. Stephen’ s-green Park has been maintained in good order, which is rendered 
difficult in some respects in consequence of the great numbers who are attracted to it 

The Curragh of Kildare. — The Deputy Ranger’s House has been maintained in good 
order. 

New Museum of Science and Art, and National Library Buildings. 

The erection of these buildings, with the entrance gates and enclosure railings in 
Kildare-street, has been completed in a very satisfactory manner, and considerable 
progress has been made in providing the necessary fittings, furniture, and cases for both 
the Museum and Library. 

The Science and Art Department is at present engaged in transferring the Exhibits 
from the temporary Museum in the old Shelbourne Hall to the new Museum, and 
arrangements are being made for the transfer of the books from the Old Library in 
Leinster House to the new building. 

It is anticipated that these arrangements will be sufficiently advanced by the month 
of August to admit of the buildings being then opened to the public. 

A contract has been made with a Dublin firm for lighting the Museum and Library 
buildings by electricity, and the contractors are bound to complete the installation by 
the end of December. 


Royal Harbours. 

Kingstown Harbour, Co. Dublin. 

The works of the harbour, including piers, wharves, roads, and buildings, have been 
kept in good repair during the year, the floating plant, consisting of boats, barges, 
steam launch, and buoys, have also been maintained in good order. 

The deepening of the additional lie-by berth at the eastern side of the Mail Packet 
Pier has been completed. 

Water has been supplied to Her Majesty’s ships, the vessels of the Irish Lights 
Board, yachts and trading vessels, and a quantity of 43G tons of ballast supplied to the 
latter. 

For a summary of rainfall and tidal observations, as also number, &c., of vessels 
visiting the harbour, and as to the fishing industry, see Appendix B. 

Howth Harbour, Co. Dublin. 

The works have been properly maintained during the year. The sea slope of the 
East Pier has continued in good order without further repairs being needed, notwith- 
standing the severe winter storms. 

The dredging of the entrance to this harbour has been continued during the year 
and is now far advanced. A depth of about nine feet at low water springs having been 
secured. A quantity of 19,752 tons was dredged and deposited on tbe slob near the 
railway station during the year. For remarks as to trade and fishing, see Appendix C. 
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Dunmore Harbour, Co. Waterford. 

The harbour works have been kept in good order during the year. 

About 3,500 superficial yards of the sea slope has been rejointed with concrete. 
Scarcely any damage was done by the winter’s storms. Four hundred tons of large 
stones have been added to the toe of the sea slope to protect it. The beach at the 
Island side of the harbour has been cleared of projecting rocks and loose stones, to allow 
of boats being beached for examination. For remarks as to trade and fishing, see 
Appendix B. 

Donaghadee Harbour, Co. Down. 

The works at this harbour have been maintained in good order during the year, and 
have not suffered any injury from storms. The small staff of men employed during the 
year (nine altogether, including a ganger) were engaged in small works of repair. 
The coal supply to this port, which has been on the increase for some years past, fell 
off a little during the past year, and was about 1,568 tons under the previous year. 

There is little or no export trade from this port, and the chief import is coal for 
supplying the towns of Donaghadee and Nowtownards, and then- adjoining neighbour- 
hoods. This harbour is also frequently used by small trading vessels wmdbound or 
calling for shelter, but it is not deep enough for vessels drawing over ten and a-half feet 
of water. Fishing boats from all parts (Irish, Scotch, and Manx) occasionally take 
shelter in this harbour when on passage to and from the different fishing grounds they 
frequent. Particulars of the trade and fishing of the port are given in Appendix B. 

Ardglass Harbour, Co. Down. 

The works at this harbour have been maintained in good order. Additional 
accommodation has been provided for fishing boats along the old south quay. 

For particulars of the trade and fishing of the port, see Appendix B. 


Shannon Drainage Works. 

Lough Allen 

The channel at Lough Alleu has been excavated, and the embankment is nearly com- 
pleted. The sluices are erected, and little remains to be done to them and the bridge. 

In consequence of the height of water in the channel and tli3 lake the works were 
suspended early in December. If the weather prove favourable they will be completed 
during the current year. 

Kill aloe. 

The navigation wall was completed, and considerable progress made in excavating the 
river bed above the sluices, and also below them and the bridge. The masonry for the 
six additional sluices at the eastern end of the weir was finished and the ironwork 
fixed, but is not yet quite complete. 

Every exertion was made to continue the work of excavation during the winter, so as 
to complete one side of the river, but the floods, during the months of January and 
February, were so great that the works had to be suspended. A breach occurred in the 
temporary longitudinal dam which will be repaired as soon as the water is sufficiently 
low. Killaloe is the outlet for the discharge of the floods of 4,000 square miles of 
country, and a favourable season, or the contrary, makes all the difference in respect of 
the progress and cost of the works. 


Inland Navigations. 

Ulster Canal and Tyrone Navigation. 

These works were handed over to the Directors of the Lagan Navigation Company 
on the 8th April, 1889, in accordance with the provisions of the Act oi Parliament. 

River Maigue Navigation. 

The Collector’s house was repaired, and some small repairs made on the swivel bridge. 
Lower Boyne Navigation. 

These works have been kept in good order during the vear. 
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Royal Universitt. 

The Board have, under the arrangement sanctioned by their Lordships, maintained 
the fabric of this building in tenantable order. 


Ancient Monuments Protection Act, 1882, 

45 & 46 Vic., c. 73. 

The necessary steps have toon taken for the preservation of all those Ancient 
Monuments, the guardianship of which has been handed over to the Commissioners. 

A large number of additional structures have been inspected, and the owners of some 
of the most important of them having agreed to transfer the guardianship to the 
Commissioners on such terms as they could recommend for the favourable consideration 
of their Lordships, the necessary steps are now being taken to obtain the powers 
required under the provisions of the Act to enable the Board to accept the guardianship, 
and to execute such works as may be necessary for the maintenance and future 
preservation of the structures referred to. 


HI.— NON- VOTED SERVICES. 

This division of our duties comprises a variety of services placed under our control 
or management in pursuance of several Acts of Parliament. Though numerous, some 
of them are of only casual occurrence, and therefore do not form, the subject of any 
special remarks. 

Those on which special reports follow are arterial drainage works, where, except in 
the matter of occasional maintenance, our functions, in addition to making loan advances, 
are confined to advice to Drainage Trustees and Boards, in making awards for completed 
works, to distribute the proper proportion of charges among the projirietors of land in 
each district, and, when called upon to do so, to increase the rents of tenants in respect 
of these improvements. 

We are charged with a variety of duties in connexion with fishery piers and harbours 
which are constructed by Government grants and contributions from counties, and 
others locally interested m these works. This duty is not confined to new works, but 
to the very numerous piers which have been constructed from time to time by Government 
aid since the year 1820, and which, although vested in counties, frequently require the 
direct interference of Government, either in the matter of repairs or otherwise. 

The administration of the Shannon and other navigations in Ireland, whether 
maintained from their own funds, as in the case of the Shannon, or partly by votes of 
Parliament, involve considerable care and attention. 

The next class of duties embraced in this division is the administration of two special 
loan funds, one the Irish Reproductive Loan Fund, including ten distinct funds, 
applicable to the counties named hereafter in this Report. The funds of the eight 
maritime counties are applied to the purpose of loans to aid fishermen in buying 
boats, gear, nets, or in creating oyster beds ; and in the case of two inland counties, 
Roscommon and Tipperary, to works of general utility by any Town Commissioners in 
these counties. 

The Sea and Coast Fisheries Fund, which was handed over to us, in pursuance of an 
Act passed in 1884, is applicable for Fishery Loans in all the maritime counties of 
Ireland, a preference being given to those counties which are not in possession of any 
■assignment under the Irish Reproductive Loan Fund. 

Another important branch is the care and preservation of 137 National ecclesias- 
tical structures which have been vested in us from time to time, and are maintained out 
of a grant of £50,000 allocated for the purpose from the Irish Church Fund in 
pursuance of the Irish Church Act, 1869. 

Certain duties in connexion with the Grand Jury system of Ireland still devolve on 
us, the principal of which are the occasional repair of Post Roads, the examination of 
County Surveyors’ Assistants, the building of bridges between counties, and other 
miscellaneous duties. ^ 
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The Report also shows that we are charged with certain duties in connexion with 
Limited Owners’ Residences, Arbitrations under the Railways Acts, and in aiding 
the Local Government Board with certain financial duties connected with the Public 
Health Act, and Emigration. 

The Commissioners for the general control and correspondence, and for superintend- 
ing and directing the erection, establishment, and regulation of the Asylums for Lunatic 
Poor comprise the members of this Board associated with the Inspectors of Lunacy, 
and the duties have been carried on as if forming' part of the regular duties of this 
department. -no- 

The receipts and expenditure incurred under the Miscellaneous Services are detailed 
in the Appendix A 4, A 5, A 6, and A 7, and amount to £90,99 1 and £86,489 respectively, 
as against £114,364 and £114,195, in the year to 31st March, 1890. 


Arterial Drainage and Improvement of Lands (Ireland) Act, 1863, and Amendments. 

26 & 27 Vic., c. 88 ; 27 & 28 Vie., c. 72; 28 & 29 Vic., c. 52 ; 32 &; 33 Vic., c. 72 ; 35 & 

36 Vic., c. 31 ; 37 & 38 Vic., c. 32 ; 41 & 42 Vic., c. 59 ; and 43 & 44 Vic., c. 27. 

The total number of applications received from the passing of the first of these Acts 
in the year 1863 to the 31st of March, 1890, is ninety-four. 

The maps, plans, estimates, and valuation schedules have been deposited, together 
with a petition for the constitution of the Drainage District of the Stick river, county 
Cork, but the promoters have not up to the present proceeded further with the matter. 

The works have been in progress in the year in the following districts : — 

River Suck, counties Galway and Roscommon ; Lough and River Erne, Drainage and 
Navigation, counties of Fermanagh, Cavan, Monaghan, and Donegal; Cashen River, 
county Kerry ; Ballycolliton, county Tipperary ; Killard River, county Cork ; and 
Tramore River, county Cork ; and in the following cases the final awards havebeen made — 
Glasheen River, county Cork, and the Greanagh River, county Limerick. 

A schedule of the final awards made under these Acts will be found in the Appendix. 

The total area of land drained or improved in the 51 districts in which final 
awards have been made, is 88,09S statute acres, and the total cost chargeable thereto 
amounts to £557,026. This has been in addition to the works of the 121 districts, carried 
out under the Act 5 & 6 Vic., c. 89, and the Acts amending it, between the years 1843 
and 1860, on which an expenditure of £2,390,612 was incurred, of which £70,201 was 
for works chargeable on counties; £141,073 a free grant ; £1,206,312 remitted ; and 
£1,043,227 made repayable by annuity or otherwise ; a total of 266,736 acres were drained 
or improved under the latter Act. 

Increased Rents in respect of Drainage Charges. 

During the past year two applications were received from Proprietors for increased 
rents to be paid by the tenants, in respect of lands improved by drainage, of seven 
holdings ; three being tenants from year to year, and four leaseholders ; and meetings 
have been held by us to determine the amounts. 

Drainage Maintenance. 

29 & 30 Vic., cap. 49. 

There were two cases of maintenance, viz., the Ballinhassig District, in the county of 
Cork, where the works have been completed at a cost of £570, and the Nobber district, 

. in the county of Meath, where the works have just been commenced. 

Railway Clauses Consolidation Act. 

8 Vic., c. 20, sec. 25. 

In the following cases the Companies have complied with the requirements of the 
Act, and the certificates of dimensions of culverts and waterways have been issued : — 

Dublin, Wicklow, and Wexford Railway Company (Deviation Line — Bray to 
Greystones). 

Loughrea and Attymon Railway Company (Loughrea to Attymon). 
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Fishery Piers and Harbours Maintenance. 

16 & 17 Vic., c. 136. 

In two cases during the year the Grand Jury of the County Donegal having failed 
to maintain the Piers handed over to them, viz., Port Salon and Bunatruhan, your Lord- 
ships accorded your sanction under provision of the above quoted Act, and the necessary 
works have been executed at a cost of £28 and £124, respectively, charged on the county. 

Considering the large number of Piers recently built under the direction of this 
Board round the coast of Ireland, and that, some or many of them are subject to attack 
by every storm, no matter what the direction of the wind, we considered it prudent to 
have them examined after the late gales by the Engineers under whose immediate 
supervision they were executed. We are happy to say that only in one instance, that 
of Cleggan, on the Galway coast, was there any damage of consequence reported. 
The injury in this case occurred from the scouring out of the bed at the base of the 
storm wall, and the necessary protection and repairs will probably amount to £100. 
Whenever we considered it necessary we have caused the Secretary of the Grand Jury, 
or County Surveyor, to be informed of any small damage which has occurred. 

Sea Fisheries (Ireland) Act, 1883. 

The total expenditure on this service for works and contingencies to the end of the 
past financial year amounts to a sum of £253,046, viz., £241,264 to the end of the 
year 1888-89, and £11,7S2 during the year 1889-90. 

Of the sixty-one works sanctioned by your Lordships to be constructed out of the 
sum of £250,000 made available under the Act, fifty-seven have been completely 
finished and transferred to the Grand Juries of their respective counties, and the 
remaining four are practically complete as regards the sanctioned design, viz., Seafield, 
Passage East, Clogher Head, ana Greystones. 

An additional slip was constructed at Baltimore, and a contract for the removal of 
rocks at Ballycotton entered into, for each of which your Lordships’ sanction has been 
obtained. 

For further information as regards the works carried out under the above Act, see 
Appendix C. 

Arklow Harbour, Co. Wicklow. 

Since the works at this Harbour were completed we have had them examined on 
several occasions. No damage whatever has taken place. There is a depth of about 
eight feet at low water spring tide at the entrance, which will be increased whenever 
the original design of a northern groin is carried out, as it is hoped under local effort, 
as provided by the Act, may yet be the case. The stability of this work, constructed 
on the worst description of foundation, and at a most exposed portion of the coast, has 
fully justified the confidence of the Board in the method of construction employed in 
its erection. 

Kinsale Harbour, County Cork. 

These works were transferred by warrant, dated 7th June, 1889, to the Kinsale 
Harbour Commissioners. 

Clare Slob Reclamation. 

During the year the work of strengthening, raising, and maintaining the main 
embankment, freeing the surface of the enclosed lands from water, and sowing of grass 
seed, was proceeded with. About 500 yards of the bauk still require attention. On 
the 25th January last there was a severe storm, accompanied by an unusually high 
tide. The embankment stood the very severe test well, and no damage of any con- 
sequence was done. 

Shannon Navigation. 

Limerick and Upper Shannon. 

The works have been maintained in good order. A pail* of tail gates were erected 
at Kill aloe guard lock, and anew gate put in at Park lock. 

Lower Shannon. 

The works at Saleen, Ballylongford, and Foynes have been maintained. Steps are 
being taken to hand over the latter Harbour to local trustees under the Act of 1885. 

Lower Boyne Navigation. 

The works of this navigation have been maintained in good order.

This fund is primarily applicable to the necessities of the counties not endowed under 
the Irish Reproductive Loan Fund. Sixtv-one loans, amounting to £4,777, were 
advanced during the year, as compared with 66 loans for £6,218 in 1888, and 
the repayments for tho same period amounted to £5,993, as compared with £5,446 
for 1888. The arrears stand at £2,518, as compared with £2,501 in the previous year, 
the greater portion of which are in respect of loans made by the late Trustees. 
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National Monuments and Ecclesiastical Ruins 
(Irish Church Act, 1869), 

32 & 33 Vic., cap. 42, s. 25. 

All works necessary for the maintenance of the several structures vested in the 
Board for preservation as National Monuments have been attended to. 

A large number of additional buildings of a very interesting character, but which do 
not come within the scope of the Ancient Monuments Protection Act, 1882, have been 
inspected, and the Board have submitted for their Lordships’ consideration a list of these 
structures and a scheme for vesting them, with the assent of the owners, in the Board 
for the purpose of preservation. The arrangement suggested would, however, require 
legislative powers, which necessitates its postponement. 


Post Roads. 

Act 6 & 7 Wm. TV., cap. 116, section 61. 

Applications from the Postmaster-General were received during the past year for 
repairs of post roads situate in the following Counties : — 

Co. Tipperary. — Tipperary to Limerick Junction. Co. Cork. — Courtmacsherry to 
Timoleague.

Where the roads are not already under contract, the repairs are executed under the 
superintendence of the respective County Surveyors. The cost of the works is defrayed 
by the Board, and is repayable by Grand Jury Presentment at subsequent Assizes.

Two Candidates for the office of County Surveyors’ Assistants have been examined 
under the warrant of the Lord Lieutenant, pursuant to the provisions of the Act 6 & 7 
Wm. IV., c. 116, and their qualifications certified to the County Surveyors. 

Limited Owners’ Residences (Settled Estates Acts). 

An application has been received under these Acts, but no order has been made ; the 
matter is proceeding.

Receiver Accounts for Loans. 

We continue to be in possession of the Southern and the Letterkenny Railways. The 
gross earnings of the Southern Railway in the year 1889 amounted to £9,894, and after 
paying for haulage, rent to the Great Southern, and other charges, there remained a 
surplus of £2,195. We received from the County Tipperary and the individual guaran- 
tors the sum of £3,145, to pay the dividend at the rate of 5 per cent, per annum on 
the guaranteed stock amounting to £62,900, which has been duly paid over to the 
shareholders holdiug that Stock. 

The gross receipts of the Letterkenny Railway in the year 1889 amounted to 
£5,855, as compared with £5,358 in 1888, the surplus revenue being £l,746. 

Our Receiver over the Galway Harbour Revenues reports a gross receipt in the 
year to 31st March last of £3,648 7s. 6d. We paid over to the Exchequer in the same 
time £2,470 16s., the balance being required for the maintenance of the harbour. 


LIGHT RAILWAYS. 

Tramwats and Light Railways under the Act of 1883. 

Tramways Acts, 23 & 24 Vic., c. 152 (1860) ; 24 & 25 Vic., c. 102 (1861) ; 34 & 35 Vic., 
c. 114 (1871) ; 44 & 45 Vic., c. 17 (1881 ) ; and 46 & 47 Vic., c. 43 (1883). 

Under the provisions of the Tramways Acts of 1S60 and 1861 we are required, on 
the application of the promoters of tramway and light railway projects, to cause, an 
inquiry to be held into the merits of the undertakings from an engineering point of 
view, and ho any modification in that respect which may be advantageously made, 
■and to report our opinion thereon. These reports are directed to be submitted to the 
Grand Juries for their consideration in approving of the proposals made, prior to 
granting a baronial guarantee on the amount of capital required for the carrying 
out of any proposed undertaking, and to an Order of the Lord Lieutenant in. Council 
being sought. 

The cost of these inquiries has been defrayed out of funds deposited in our hands by 
the Promoters. 

The following cases were brought forward for inquiry at last Summer and Spring 
Assizes, and were duly reported on by the Board : — Kenmare Extension ; Baltimore 
Extension ; Macro om and Ballyvourney ; Cashel Tramway ; Goold’s Cross and Cashel : 
Limerick and BrufF ; Athenry and Tuam ; Duncrue-street (Belfast) ; South Clare ; 
Ballinrobe and Claremorris, of which the two last named received the requisite guarantee 
•on their capital. The Baltimore Extension received the approval of the Grand Jury 
■of the County of Cork at Summer Assizes, 1889. 

The Plans and Sections of a proposed Tramway to connect Howth with Dublin were 
deposited with us for the inquiry and report under the Act of 1860, but the promoters 
'did not proceed with the application at last Presenting Term for Dublin. . 

Our duty in connexion with guaranteed undertakings is that prescribed by the 
10th section, subsection 4, of the Tramways Act of 18 S3, which enacts that before any 
Order in Council is made authorizing the carrying out of a guaranteed project, we are 
required to furnish the Lord Lieutenant in Council with an estimate of the amount of 
paid-up capital which will be necessary for the purposes of the undertaking. The 
estimates haying been examined and checked for that purpose, are submitted to the 
Privy Council at the hearing of applications for Orders authorizing the construction of 
any line of tramway or light railway, and the Engineers who checked those estimates 
attend at the hearing and are examined thereon. The following table shows the 
applications which have been passed by the Privy Council under this Act, together with 
the valuation of guaranteeing areas, &c., &c. : — 
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The total mileage of projects guaranteed is 307 miles, viz. (see Nos. I., II., and III. in 
following list), and the guaranteed capital £1,310,112. The orders have lapsed in four 
other cases, amounting to £151,200, detailed at IV.

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An amount is provided in the Estimates to enable us to meet any contributions 
which may become payable in respect of the two per cent, guaranteed by Government 
under the 9th Section of the “ Tramways (Ireland) Act, 1883.” 

We have paid in the year, in respect of the two per cent, guaranteed by the Treasury 
under the 9th section of the Act of 1383, a sum of £11,735, reducing, the amount 
contributed by counties for dividend purposes from £28,080 to £16,345, in addition to 
which a sum of £2,385 was levied on the Baronies to defray the excess of expenditure 
over receipts on some of the lines.

As will be observed, the inquiries in the most important counties, Donegal, Mayo, 
and Galway were presided over by General Hutchinson and Sir John Ball Greene, 
respectively, who were assisted by Messrs. Barton, Price, Cotton, Liller, and the Local 
Government Board Inspectors.

J (reparation and deposit of their plans, &c., it was found that looking to the necessity 
or bringing all the schemes, if possible, before the several Grand J uries at the Spring 
Assizes, it would be impracticable to name a later date than the 1st January, 1S90 ; 
and it is fitting here to remark that the several promoters and their engineers must 
have worked with most praiseworthy energy to have been enabled to make the various 
deposits in the complete form required by the date specified. It is further creditable 
to their spirit to note that there was so much keen competition, in one case there being 
no less than four rival schemes. 

The number of schemes actually inquired into, and examined on the ground prior to 
holding the public inquiries, was nineteen, and the length of line actually examined in 
detail 5y the engineer investigators amounted to 622 miles. 

Public inquiries commenced on the 11th January and concluded on the 30th idem, 
and the reports of the proceedings, extending over 500 pages of printed matter, and the 
preliminary reports of the investigators, were with the Board on the 1.7th February, the 
date originally fixed ; and we were enabled to issue Statutory Reports to the several 
promoters between the 1st and 6th March, 1890, thus enabling all those whose schemes 
were approved of to appear before the Grand Juries at the Spring Assizes.

APPENDIX B. 

Reports as to Fishing and Trade from Harbour-Masters of Royal Harbours. 

Kingstown Harbour. 

Kingstown is not a fishing port, none of the fleets make this their headquarters, and 
there are only a few fishing boats belonging to the port It is, however, a port of call 
where they come into to land their fish when it happens to be most convenient for them 
to do so. The fishing boats belonging to this port consist of six trawlers, about one 
dozen half deck small boats for herring fishing, as occasion offers during the winter, and 
about six open rowing boats for long line fishing. During the autumn about forty half 
deck boats belonging to Arklow, together with those belonging to this port and neigh- 
bourhood, make a fleet of nearly seventy boats for herring fishing in the vicinity, when 
they land their herrings here. During the last season these boats landed more herrings 
here than they have done for several years past, nearly all the fish being immediately 
sent to Dublin in carts and not by train. The highest price obtained for herrings being 
255., and the lowest 5s. per mease, price varying according to the quantity taken. For 
the year ending March 31st, 1890, there were 2,288 mease of herrings landed here. 
There are no fish cured or salted here. 

There are six trawlers belonging to Kingstown, but these join the Dublin fleet and 
fish and work with them, landing their fish at the same places as they do. This fleet 
consists of about seventy vessels, averaging about forty-five tons each ; their principal 
fishing ground is to the northward and eastward of Lambay Island, consequently their 
nearest ports for landing fish are Skelligs and Howth. Sometimes when fishing a little 
more to the southward they come into Kingstown, when they send their fish into Dublin 
in hampers by cart. These boats fish all the year round, the last season having been 
a very fair average one. A hamper contains an average of two cwt. of fish, and the 
price varying according to the quantity landed from 25s. to 45s. per hamper. The 
carriage of a hamper to Dublin by cart is Is. each. For the year ending March 31st, 
1890, there were 10,483 hampers of fish landed, the largest take being 1,646 hampers 
in August, aud 1,224 in September. Shell fish average about 9s. a hamper, and there 
were 500 hampers landed during the same period. There is no mackerel fishing here. 
Long line fishing is done by about six open rowing boats ; their average collective 
•catch is about one hamper per day or about 300 in the year, which is landed and sold 
here at an average price of about 58s.

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Howth Harbour. — County Dublin. 

The herring fishing commences at Howth about 28th May, but there are not many 
fish landed before about 12th June. At the latter date the principal part of the fleet 
have arrived, and also the buyers who buy for all the principal towns. If no steamers 
are here the herrings are taken by cart to Dublin, and then sent to Holyhead. When 
the mackerel fishing at Kinsale is coming to a close, and fair catches of herring’s landed 
here, the steamers attend and convey them to Holyhead. 

A great number of herrings are bought for the Dublin market, and taken to Dublin 
by carts. The herrings that are first landed are bought by the Dublin buyers in order 
to get them to market early to supply the fish shops. This enables the Dublin buyers 
to give a better price than the English buyers, they generally standing aside until the 
Dublin buyers are supplied. The English buyers then buy and despatch off to Holy- 
head by steamer. As the boats arrive a sample of the herrings caught by each boat 
are brought up on the pier to the auctioneers, who sell to the highest bidder, their 
commission being about per cent. The auctioneers pay the fishermen from week to 
week, or (if the fishermen prefer it) at the end of the season. The auctioneers do not, 
as a rule, receive payment from the buyers until the end of the season. 

The number of fishing boats during the herring season of 1880 were as follows, 
viz. : — 98 Scotch ; 41 Irish ; 5 Manx, nearly all first-class boats, making a total number 
of 144. There are 27 boats belonging to this port, which are first-class boats, and 
follow all fishing according to the season. 

With reference to the herring fishing ground, it runs as follows, viz. : — From Bray 
Head to Carlingford Lough, from 8 to 30 miles off the land. The first catch of herrings 
are usually caught between the Kish Light Ship and Lambay Island. Seasons of 
different classes of fish are as follows, viz. : — Herring season starts about 28th May, 
and ends about the middle of July. The greatest quantity of fish landed and sold in. 
any one day was about 800 mease, at an average price of about 10s. per mease. The 
season for ground fishing is between the end of July up to the 1st of April. Some 
few boats continue ground fishing all the year round. Fishing ground for haddock is 
between the Greystones and Kockabill, distance from land about 7 miles. Cod and 
other kinds of fish are caught outside of haddock ground on a line from Arklow to 
Lambay Island. Ground fish are always landed here at night, and stored until morning, 
then taken by cart to Dublin market, and sold by auction — average price about £l 
a cleave. A cleave consists of 17 fish. Greatest number landed here on any one day 
was 153 cleaves. 


Dunmore Harbour. — County Waterford. 

Within the past year we had 49 large cutters trawling in the deep out of here. The 
takes of the higher classes of head fish, such as turbot, sole, brit, and dory, has come up 
to the average. During the winter months large quantities of fish have been captured, 
particularly round fish. There have been large takes of prime cod, hake, and ling; 
as much as 20 tons have been brought into harbour in one day, 26th February, by 21 
boats. The glut was so great that carts could not be procured to bring them to 
Waterford. About two tons of prime cod had to be hove overboard. 1 have been 
infoi-med by masters of steam trawlers, who put into Dunmore for shelter, that steam 
trawlers on an average capture four tons of fish weekly. There have been 37 such 
steamers, and 127 sailing trawlers trawling off here from the 1st November to the 31st 
March, who bring their fish to other ports, principally to Milford. 

Herring fishing commenced here on the 15th May, 1889 ; the takes were small, about 
two mease per boat; no increase till 10th August, when fishing improved. There was 
good fishing up to the 1st September, when it began to decline ; the large boats belonging 
to Arklow and West Cork left for the western ports for the harvest mackerel fishing, 
as they thought it more remunerative than the herring fishing. I have no doubt if 
they had remained the herring fishing would be more successful, as it continued up 
to the 29th October. The small class of boats that remained was not able to prosecute 
it, especially when the fish got into deep water. 

The shell fishermen that ply their calling off these coasts did remarkably well during 
the past season. Lobsters averaged 9s. 6tf., and crabs 2s. 3d. per dozen.

Donaghadee Harbour. — County Down. 

There is no herring fishing at this port. Fishing boats passing to and from the 
fishing ports use the Harbour for shelter. Fifty-six used the Harbour for that purpose 
this year. Occasionally, when fish are plentiful at the fishing ports, a few boats call 
here with a night’s capture, and sell them. But there being only one buyer in this town 
the fishermen must either sell at the price offered by her or take the fish elsewhere, 
and such is often done at a heavy loss to the men. Three hundred and ninety-three 
mease were sold here this year ; the highest, price 10s. and the lowest 4 y. a mease ; the 
average would be about 6s. per mease. 

The fishermen at this port number about 40, some of whom act as pilots. Their 
boats used for fishing are open, 18 feet long, 5 feet 6 inches beam ; 3 men to each boat, 
who only fish in good weather. The fish captured are blockin, lythe, and flounders. 
The fishing tackle used — rods, handlines, and draught nets. The fish are sold through 
the town and country villages. The capture this year below the average take. 

Another branch of fishing at this port (the codfishing), commences in October and 
closes in March. The boats used in this branch are open, 28 feet long, 7 feet 6 inches 
beam ; generally 6 men to each boat. The fishing tackle used — deep-sea lines. The

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APPENDIX C. 


Sea Fisheries (Ireland) Act, 1883. 
(46 & 47 Vic., c. 26.) 


The Act above quoted received the Royal assent 
on the 2nd August, 1883, and came into operation on 
the 1st October following. It created a sea fishery- 
fund amounting to £250,000, to be applied by the 
Commissioners of Public Works for the purposes of 
the Fishery Piers and Harbours Acts, but it enacted 
that the provision of the Act of 1846 (9 Vic., c. 3), 
which limits the amount of any grant to three-fourths 
of the cost of tho work, and that the Act of 1866 
(29 & 30 Vic., c. 45), which limits the grant for any 
one work to £7,500, shall not apply to this Act, but 
that the Board (with the approval of the Treasury) 
may make a free grant for the whole or any part of 
the cost of a work, or may advance the same by way of 
loan at a rate of interest not exceeding 3-^ per cent, 
and that repayments of such loans shall form part of 
the sea fisheries fund, and shall be applied by this 
Board for the purposes of the Act. 

Under the 8th section there was constituted a Fish- 
ery Piers and Harbours Commission for the purpose 
of aiding this Board in carrying the Act into effect, 
and giving such assistance as had been previously 
given by the Inspectors of Fisheries, to confer with the 
Board relative to works proposed from time to time to 
be executed, and generally to aid in carrying the Act 
into execution in such manner as the Lord lieutenant 
should direct. 

The Fishery Piers and Harbours Commissioners 
were to be furnished with copies of the plans and 
specifications relating to each proposed work, and to 
make such observations thereon to the Treasury as 
they thought fit. 

The arrangement made under the above provisions 
was that the Fishery Commission should recommend 
the several sites at which works were to be con- 
structed, and should state the amount of accommoda- 
tion to be supplied thereat, or in the alternative the 
maximum sum which they would recommend to be 
expended in the interests of the fisheries ; and that 
the Board of Public Works was to have plans, speci- 
fications, and estimates prepared for tho works, which 
on being sanctioned by the Treasury were to be exe- 
cuted under their direction. 

The total amount expended for all purposes under 
the Act, to the 31st March, 1890, was as follows : —

It should be stated that the Treasury authorized an 
excess of 10 per cent, on the estimate for any work, 
provided the gross estimate for all the works was not 
exceeded ; and a further sum of £20,000 for Travelling, 


Advertising, and other charges, <fcc., of the Fishery 
Piers and Harbours Commission, for Engineering ex- 
penses in designing and executing the works, “and 
for unforeseen contingencies,” was also sanctioned. • 
The above expenditure may now be compared with 
the estimated oost : —

However satisfactory such results may be, there- 
are some facts, still more so, proving as they do the 
substantial manner in which the works have been 
executed. 

At the close of the two winters of 1888 and 1889 
the Board had all the works executed under the two 
above-mentioned Acts, examined by the District 
Engineers under whose superintendence they were 
constructed, and were reported in good order, with one 
exception in the County of Galway, the repairs of 
which will probably cost £100. 

The Board attribute this successful result in a great 
measure to the constant care and attention given to 
the execution of the works by the District Engineers 
and other officers. 

The works imder the Sea Fisheries Act, consisted 
in the construction of — 

A. 39 Harbours, piers, or quays, with the necessary 

approaches, excavations, &c., &c. 

B. 9 Bontslips (with breakwaters where necessary). 

C. 2 Harbour lighthouses. 

D. 3 Deepening channels in the sea, beds of harbours, 

erecting beacons, &c. , &c. 

E. 6 Improvement of existing works in raising para- 

pets, quays, &c., &c. 

F. 2 Road approaches or Innding places.

The materials used in the construction of the Piers,. 
Slips, &c., consisted of concrete walls built up of 
blocks or in situ, with cut stone for coping, bollards, 
steps, and landings, and rubble for the “hearting" of 
the Pier. The lighthouses are cast iron with catadi- 
optric apparatus. 

The following are the depths at the heads of the 
Piers at low water of Spring tides.

The details of the expenditure under the Act of 
1883 are given in the annexed return. 

The amount of Loans sanctioned under the Act 
was £27,584, re-payable in 12 years. The sum of 
£2,715 had been received on account of principal re- 
payments up to November, 1889 ; a further sum of 
£1,802 is due in November, 1890, and the balance by 
annual instalments terminating in 1902. 

There is, therefore, immediately available for ad- 
ditional "works the sum of £5,938, made up of £3,223 
the net saving on the Grant of £250,000, plus the 
sum of £2,715 already received in re payment of the 
principal of Loans, which with a further sum of 
£32,285, the amount of principal and interest re-pay- 
able between the present time and 1902 will make a 
total of £38,223 available between those dates.
